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Water Plant Tests 
New Equipment 


Lawrence Washburn, chair¬ 
man of the Water Committee, 
announced at City Council 
meeting last Tuesday evening 
that Sierra Madre has arranged 
with the Los Angeles county 
flood control district to run a 
lease of 200 acre feet of water 
to test the city’s newly com¬ 
pleted spillways. The test of 
the new equipment, which was 
installed at a cost of $10,800, 
will last 15 days, beginning 
Dec. 1. 

Also on the agenda was the 
approval of the county agree¬ 
ment on recreation, whereby 
the county of Los Angeles will 
contribute to local recreation 
funds along with the City of 
Sierra Madre and City School. 

The council also discussed 
the city’s civil defense system. 
Mayor Henry F. Korsmeier ex¬ 
pressed the council’s gratitude 
for the work done by Col. C. K. 
Gildart and his staff, and de¬ 
scribed the defense practice 
last Sunday as being a great 
success. 

Civil defense volunteers, it 
was learned at the meeting, are 
needed to fill jobs in police and 
fire auxiliaries. Clerical and 
stenographic help are also 
necessary.

Sierra Madre 
About to Lose 
Old Landmark 


Sierra Madre spent a disastrous 12 hours last Sunday on 
the chart boards of local Civil Defense services in City Hall when 
enemy planes were reported bombing the city and vicinity, 
blowing up power and water plants, and parachuting attack 
troops into the midst of a harassed citizenry. 

Residents, who previously 
had been indifferent to plans 
for preparedness, were reported 
among the first to call for help 
in the attack, which was simu¬ 
lated by Civil Defense associate 
director Col C. R. Gildart in his 
messages to his co-workers who 
had given up their Sunday 
leisure to engage in a regional 
practice of Civil Defense per¬ 
formances. His staff was com¬ 
posed of men and women 
learning the means by which 
Sierra Madre might be de¬ 
fended, whether the emergency 
were to be created by war, fire, 
flood, or earthquake. 

Whatever the cause might 
be, the results in theory were 
treated as emergency condi¬ 
tions without category. As 
Gildart, and other officers in 
Civil Defense—Jim Heasley of 
fire division, Dr. M. H. A. Pe¬ 
terson of medical staff, Col. 
Charles E. Morrison of the Red 
Cross Disaster committee, and 
Dean Stoddard, chief warden— 
have pointed out, a widespread 
fire, flood or earthquake might 
require immediate defense 
treatment for the safety of all 
residents the same as might be 
needed in treating the results 
of war. 

It also has been shown by 
Gildart, whose efforts toward 
an emergency defense of Sierra

here for 14 years, were shocked 
and saddened by his untimely 
death last Friday when he was 
stricken by a heart attack 
while driving his car.

Police investigation, 
showing little damage to Lu- 
Visi’s car, and medical exam¬ 
inations gave evidence that Lu¬ 
Visi had been stricken before 
his car left the road. A bottle 
of pills found on LuVisi’s per¬ 
son apparently had not been 
used.

It added 
that the idea of a low-initial- 
cost new car has apparently 
now found widespread favor 
with the American public.

BERKELEY.—An average cit¬ 
izen, driving a relatively new 
car, pays about 8 cents per 
mile for travel expenses, a Uni¬ 
versity of California study re¬ 
veals. 

If you own an expensive car 
you pay in excess of 10 cents 
per mile. One way to cut down 
on car expenses is to own a 
"jalopy,” do your own repair 
work, and have no garage rent 
to pay. This way travel ex¬ 
penses amount to only 2 to 3 
cents per mile. 

This information, compiled 
by Dr. Ralph A. Moyer, pro¬ 
fessor of civil engineering on 
the Berkeley campus, was dis¬ 
closed in a report by the Uni¬ 
versity's Institute of Traffic 
and Transportation Engineer¬ 
ing.

Sierra Madre was assigned sev¬ 
eral missions under that agree¬ 
ment; amo;:" them, to supply 
30 police -i..d 169 auxiliary 
firemen. But, so far, Sierra Ma¬ 
dre has been unable to recruit 
anywhere near that number. 
Unless we do accomplish our 
promise, we will fail to Live up 
to the agreement. In such a 
case, the other cities would be 
no longer obligated to uphold 
their agreements with, or to 
give their support to, Sierra 
Madre.” 

In other words, Gildart takes 
the view that Sierra Madre 
must be organized against dis¬ 
aster to such a degree as to be 
able to help others, before it 
can hope to be in a position to 
ask the help of others. 

Two days after Gildart la¬ 
mented the need of more co¬ 
workers, while praising the ef¬ 
forts of those he had, City Ad¬ 
ministrator R. Merritt Baker 
and Councilman Charles H. 
James, commenting after the 
City Council meeting last Tues¬ 
day, agreed that the city’s de¬ 
fense organization was com¬ 
posed of some of the finest 
civilian volunteer groups in 
Sierra Madre’s history. It was 
their hope, they said, that oth¬ 
er citizens would contribute a 
little of their time in giving the 
local defense organization the 
help that it needed. 

The demonstration, which 
was part of a region-wide test, 
was divided into three shifts, 
beginning at 7:45 a.m., 11 a.m., 
and 2:30 p.m., headed by Gild¬ 
art, Baker and Mayor Henry F.
